Thursday was a day of tragedy for 
our town. 

It began very much as usual. Motor- 
ists had a little difficulty starting their 
cars, the mercury had dropped pretty low 
the night before. Commuters had to make 
the same mad rush to catch the 8:09 be- 
fore it pulled out of the station. Children 
lagged to school the same way, stopping 
every now and then to explore some 
bright thing on the sidewalk or to button 
their coats a little tighter. 

It was a very mediocre day—cold but 
not cold enough to freeze the treacherous 
currents of the Shawsheen with its ice- 
bound edge that would look perfectly safe 
to three little boys with bright, fun-loving, 
pioneer spirits. 

They were regular little boys. They 
possessed the appealing combination of 
sweetness and mischievousness. They 
were obedient sometimes, but other times 
they were not. They had been told not to 
go near the river, but they forgot. The 
littlest one was James Finnerty, the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Terrence Finnerty. He 
wasn’t much more than two and a half. 
The middle one was Thomas George 
Smith, son of Mr. and Mrs. George W. 
Smith. He was three. The oldest one was 
David Burbine, son of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Burbine, and he was only four. 

They were too young to know about 
the river's dire history, of its greedy claim 
on small and trusting lives. 

They were great friends, those three. 
They lived in neighboring houses in 
Brechin terrace, and because of the close- 
ness of their ages, they enjoyed the same 
games, little boy games, games with 
spirit. Perhaps that was why they tired of 
playing with their tricycles near their 
homes that were so close to the lure of 
the river. They wandered off like little toy 
soldiers, lined up according to height. No- 
body saw them marching away towards 
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the river, nobody saw them at all until 
the gay sound of their chatter was missed. 

About noon the police received a call 
reporting them missing and the search 
began. Someone thought of the river, and 
a little wooden gun lying on the ice told 
a momentous tale. A blue cap was seen. 
Then a neighbor, John Broderick, and one 
of the fathers, William Burbine, saw that 
the river had again exacted its price, and 
with the help of a ladder, they crawled 
out on the ice and broke through to res- 
cue the three little soldiers who had gone 
down in battle. 

They were carried to the nearby 
homes of Mr. Broderick and Edward 
Brogan, where all hands worked to cheat 
the river of its prey. The Andover Fire 
and Police Department, the Lawrence 
Police Department and the Lawrence Gas 
and Electric Company were all present, 
with inhalators, oxygen tanks, resusci- 


tators, a boat, ambulances; three doctors ° 


were there, Dr. J. J. Daly, Dr. William G. 
Thompson, Dr. Charles Currier; Fire and 
Police officers performed artificial respi- 
ration; neighbors and friends adminis- 
tered aid, brought blankets and hot water 
bottles, rubbed the frozen limbs — all 
fighting the useless fight. The ‘river 
flowed on, curling its dark fingers around 
the jagged ice. 

Reluctant to give up, the men worked 
on until 1:40, when the. doctors finally 
shook their heads and Medical Examiner 
Dr. Julius J. Burgiel pronounced them 
dead, and the grief shared so pitifully by 
three neighbors in the Terrace spread a 
tragic chill through all the streets of the 
town and men paused at their work to ask 
themselves, “How can we stop the crimes 
of the river?” 

The heart of our town goes out to 
those three stricken families. The river 
spoke and the price was paid—threefold.
